Writer Claims War 
US. Army Success- 



It Is easy to say the United 
States should never have be- 
come Involved In the Viet Nam 
war. a Neweweek eolnmnlst said 
Monday night, bnt not so easy 
to condemn the decisions lead- 
ing into war. 

Kenneth Crawford, former 
United Preys international cor- 
roKpondenf, spoke In the Union 
to about 250 persons. Commun- 
ist attempts to spread authority 
in Eastern Europe and Asia led 
the United States to become in- 
volved in Viet Nam, Crawford 
said. 

Key escalation of the war 
came during the Kennedy ad- 
iitlntstratlon. the columnist said. 
At that time the number of 
Americans In Viet Nam gr«W 
from a few advisers to 1,010 
men, who fought In the field 
with the South Vietnamese, but 
still were called advisers. Once 
this step was taken, he said, 
there was no turning back. 

"The war. In mlllury aspects, 
is going our way," Crawford 
said. However, efforts to make 
peace seem no more successful 
now than In the past. 

He said the Viet Nam war Is 
picking up the pieces left from 
World War 11, which aroae from 
the shambles of World War I. 

Crawford told students, 
"Your fatherH fought a war In 
Europe where we had Hitler, 
who was the personification of 
evil." He said during both 
World War I and H there was 
great patriotic fever beeaite 
*we could understand what we 
.ere fighting for." 

However, he said, there is 
rjuch confusion about Vletna- 
mcee lisues. 

Crawford said there Is some 
Indication the Soviet Union 
would like to end the war but 
is not ready to "turn their back 
on a sister Communist nstlon." 
He said the only thing that 
China and the Soviet Union 
agree tm le tluit the U.S.'s ene- 
my to their

Johnson, Gromyko Discuss 
Non-proliferation Plans 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
United States and RuKia have 
made some progress toward a 
treaty to prannt the further 
spread of nuclear weapons — 

but the pact is still some dis- 
tance In the fntnre. 

The progress report on non- 

proliferation proposals came 
Monday from an unusual source 
— Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko. The Russian 
conferred with Pr«rident John- 
son and SeertAary of State Dean 
Rusk*. 

WHILK BOTH sides were 
vague as to the progress 
achieved, the fact that Ruisians 
and Americans alike were talk- 
ing hopefully was taken as a 
good sign by diplomats here. 
They said it appeared to un^der- 
line tlie desire in both countries 
to make certain that their dif- 
ferences over Viet Nam did not 
lead to errors in Bnrope that 
could shatter the peace. 

Oromyko told newsmen after 



a Monday night dinner confer- 
ence with Rusk that it ap- 
peared "both sides are striving 
to raach an agreement" on halt- 
ing the spread of nuclear weap- 
ons and that an exchange of 
views would continue. 

Asked about the Viet Nam 
Question, Oromyko responded 
only with a shrng of his shoul- 
ders.

M'TIEKLY newspapers contin- 
ued to grow in all 13 colonies 
and in 1783 "The Pennaylvanta 
Evening Post and Daily Adver- 
tiser" became America's first 
daily. Today there are 1,751 
dailies and more than 9.000 
weekly newspapers In the United 
States. 

"Newspapers and their read- 
ers are partners in freedom, and 

if we fail to defend the frpedom 
of our press, we neglect our 
own," President Lyndon B. 

Johnson said in a National 
Newspaper Weeli statement.

next year. 

THE UNIVERSITY simply has built, and 
is building, too many dorms in an attempt 
to provide adequate housjjig for future en- 
rollBienta. 

And beginning next year fraahmen men 
will be penalised by this policy. 

Freshmen — as well as upperclassmen — 
should be able to choose where they want 
to live, whether it be on or off campus. 

EACH HEW dorm has been financed dif- 
firently but the largest portion of all dorm 
oonstruetlon — about 80 per i^nt — ^haa been 
paid by revenue bonds. The bonds are paid 
off by dorm residents' rent. This is im- 
possible if the dorms are not maintained 
near capacity. 

Housing ofndals. backed by the Regents, 
win do almost anything to keep dorm oc- 
cupancy near 100 per cent. 

Exceptions to the rule will be made to 
such persons as Manhattan residents, those 
showing hardship cases and freshmen who 
are married. 

MAHY FBSSHMEir, because of restric- 
tions, just won't be able to fit into on- 
campus living, such as the 22-year-old Navy 
or Army veteran. 

Some freshmen's rights have been re- 
moved by "progress." But contrary to 
modem trends, the policy is regressive in-

Needless to say. we learned a 
great deal la oar flrst attempt 

at computer assignment. That 
we were more successful than 
other colleges on first attempts 
provided as little solace, but we 
believe we have located oar 
problems and that we CM do 
much, much better. 

So that the number of classes 
offered at hours other than 8 
a.m. to 6 p.m. Monday through 
Friday can he viewed in the 
proper perspective, I should like 
to review the situation tor this 
fan. 

First, there are but four class 
sections meeting prior to 8 a.m. 
In the morning. These are Be- 
oaomics II, Ideology, American 
government, and buslneas policy. 
These begin at 7:35 and con- 
tinue to 8:60 Tuesday and 
Thursday to vmiA a Saturday 
meeting. Additionally, we have 
scheduled other three-hour 
courses at 11 a.m. to It: IS p.m., 
12:35 p.m. to 1:50 p.m., 1 p.m. 
to 2:1& p.m., and 2 p.m. to 3: IS 
p.m. Tuesday and Thursday for 
the same reason and will do so 
again the second semester. 

There are 574 students en- 
rolled in 88 class sections In the 
evening. This includes 175 who 
are here for evening; < lasst-H only. 
We have had to extend the col- 
lege day to aeeommodate more 
students. The same applies for 
Saturday at which time there 
are 111 seetton meetings. 

One hundred of these are in 
arts and sciences; many are 
laboratories. However, oaly 
seven per cent of our class meet- 
ings are outside the 8 a.m. to 5 
p.m. period Monday through Fri- 
day. Except for a limited num- 
ber of laboratory seetlona, we 
could schedule all classes on 
Monday through Friday if we 
would begin at 7:30 a.m. and 
schedule fully through the hours 
of 11:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. Ad- 
ditionally, we might need to in- 
crease the classes scheduled in 
the evening. 

ONE PROBLEM was in not 
listing last spring all courses, to 
be offered and particularly the 
single sections with a time of 
day and day of week. As you re- 
ported, this was known to me in 
late April after advisement had 
been accomplished for most stu- 
dents.

20 per cent were unable to complete a sched- 
ule^ due to conflicts in single section courses. 



either to seuttle computer en- 
rollment for the fall semester or 
to go ahead under the circum- 
stances. A review of the extent 
of the conflict waa made and the 
decision to go ahead in spite of 
it. As it turned out, this was a 
correct decision for we were able 

to schedule over 80 per cent of 
our students. 

To have required all of them 
to go through the Field House 
kind of scheduling again in ttw 
fall would have been an unneces- 
sary harden to all students. 

THE REQUEHT of seniors and 
graduate students will be con- 
sidered first; in tact, they will 
be advised first in most col- 
leges. Of course, we will not 
know which students will re- 
ceive failing grades before ad- 
visement. 

It appears that those stadenu 
who need to repeat courses will 
have to be reassigned. In many 
Instances, however, the student 
can proceed with his assignment 
and complete the failed course 
at a later semester. 

Two men, Louis Grosh, as- 
sistant professor of industrial 
engineering, and Jacob Smaltz, 
professor of industrial engineer- 
ing, provided invaluable help on 
the coniimter. Even the simplest 
programs can go wrong o^ the 
computer, but our problems with 
it were relatively minor. While 
it is true that the computer 
which we are using has some 
limitations, it is sufficiently

Grant Awarded 
To Economists 

An 185,000 grant has been 
awarded to two K-State apr - 
rultural economists. Dr. Milton 
Manuel and Dr. Paul Kelley, 
professors in the Depaftmeat 
of Economics. 

The Cooperative State Re- 
fiMrch Service of the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture finances the three-year 
study. Manuel and Kelley pre- 
sented a proposal for one of 
the few projects selected from 
the hundreds submitted. 

Their proposal is to study 
economics and bnslnesa organi- 
zation prohiems faced by farmer 
eooperatlv4 adjusting to rap- 
idly changing economic condi- 
tions. 

The selection of Manuel and 
Kelley was made by a panel of 
eclentists. each of whom has 
published articles in scientific 
journals with which the re- 
' search project will be concerned. 
DaU already on computer 
cards will he used in the study. 
Other information will be sath- 
ered primarily from grain mar- 
keting cooperatives In Kansas. 
The grant provides fands for 
four research assisunu and the 
two proleet leaden. Manuel and

The field study is designed to 
tntin home economists to fill 
needs of the utility and appli- 
ance companies.

SITTING ON a blanket under 
some trees, Koch listens and 
tapes the stories his Indian 
friends tell him. Koch is also 
Interested in studying the Indian 
bilingual language Bhift, think- 
ing in Sioux and speaking in 
Bnglt«h. He usee the tapes 
while teachi n g an Ameriean 
F^klore class at K-8tat«. 

He stanfda In front of the 14« 
students appropriately wearing 
a western tailored suit. Some- 
times- he props his toot OB a 
chair, strums a guitar and sings 
or tells humorous stories. 

"This is not a class where you 
are expected to know everything 
about folklore or else. It's an 
addition to ones knowledge in 
an enjoyable manner," be said. 

Koch's interest In preserving 
folk traditions leads him \nXu 
many activities besides teaching 
and collecting. He directed K- 
State's centennial activities In 
1963 and helped establish a log 
e$Mn museum In Manhattan's 
city park. 

NOW HIS MAIN interest is 
writing about the development 
of the Oreat Plains, which he 
believes has a great future be- 
cause people here are not all 
locked in cities. 

Koch is business manager of 
Kansas Magazine, regional ed- 
itor of Western Folklore and 
member of several folklore and 
hlstorfcat organisations.

Gtoose season rttDs Oct. 8 to 
Dee. 21, both dates Inclaslve. 
Daily ba^ limit is five and the 
possession Unit Is five — pro- 
vided that the dally beg and 
poHseHHlon limit may include not 
more than one Ross's goose, two 
Cftnada geese or its iiibspeelee, 
one white-fronted goose, or one 
whlte*ftoDted goose and one 
Canada goose or Its subspecies. 

SHOOTINf; HOURH are from 
one-half hour before sunrise un- 
til sunset. 

It'a nearly impossible to pre- 
dict what the goose season will 
provide for hunters in the Man- 
hattan area. With the right kind 
of weather there should be soma 
eaeellent hunting but this kind 
of weather has been lacking. 

The things needed are rain to 
fin the marshy areas on the 
northern end of TntUe Creek 
and cold weather to v«Bh ^aw 
into Kansas. 

IP THESE! two things aren't 
present the geese will slowly 
filter in from the north and will 
ftot stay on the dry flats. This 
means Insnfflcient populations 
to warrant good hunting. 

It the weather gives the hnnt- 
era a break, look for good con- 
centrations of geese on and 
around the northernmost Tattle 
Creek public hunting area. 

Presently there are about 200- 
•00 geese on Tuttle. They are 
spending most of the time on the 
open water near the dam. Sun- 
day there were only Canadians 
but since then some Snows have 
moved in. 

MlSSOrUl IS already flooded 
with geese and reports are that 



staglnff arose in Nebraska have 

huge flocks preparing to fly 
south so the number here should 
increase daily. 

Beet way to hnnt these geese 
is to load up the old shotgun 
with buckshot or No. 2'a and 
build a blind or find a hidden 
niche near the waters edge close 
to a mllo or corn field and hope 
they come over. Picking a spot 
in a milo or corn tieltf also may 
be productive. 

BEST TIME of day to hunt is, 
of course, the morning and 
even when the geese are flying 
to and from the open water to 
feeding areas. 

Fortunately for goose hunt- 
en — the gSMe, too, for that mat- 
ter — the contlnents's geese nest 
further north than ducks. The 
bulk of the gooee popilatloB 
breeds Id northern Cmadm aad 
Alaska. 

While the dnefcs suffer in- 
creasingly ffom tke drmtnage of 
potholes in the Canadian prairie 
provinces geese populatious re- 
main fairly stable varying only 
with the weather from year to 
year. 

THE ONLY geese to be af- 
fected by the« drainage are the 
Canadians which nest farther 

south. 

The population should be good 
this year. Let's just hope that 
the weather will allow Kanaas 
hunters to get In on the fine 
sport of goose hunting. 

Keep your fingers crossed and 
hope for bad weatber.

Nobel Prize Comes Late 



NEW YORK (UPI)— William 
Howard Taft was In tbe White 

House. Lyndon Baines Johnson, 
age 3, was romping about Stone- 
wal, Tex. 

In New York City, Dr. Francis 
Peyton Rous bad successfully 
transmitted cancer from one 
chicken to another. The year 
was 1911. 

Few in the non-selentifie 
world were aware of Rous' 
achievement until 55 years later, 
Thuraday, to be exact, when the 
8 7-year-old researcher was 
named to share the 1966 Nobel 
Prize for medicine. 

A delightfully humorous and 
peppery man, Dr. Rous held a 
news conference after the offi- 
cial announcement had been 
made and told reporters , he 
didn't believe it at first. 

"My first reaction was com- 
plete skepticism," he confided. 
Hut after receivinR the Nobel 
committee's cable, be said:. "I 
felt secure." 

Asked whether he thought he 



should have received the prize 
a bit sooner. Dr. Rous replied 

with a smile: 

"'I certainly have pined away 
from it."

Aids, Awards Loan Service 



The Aids and Awards office 
has been able to grant most loan 
applications from qualified stu- 
dents. Harold Kennedy, director 
of nlda mn€ mwnrds, Mid. A 
variety of long and short terra 
loans are offered at K-SUte. 

The newest loan f« a rerision 
of the United States Aid Funds, 
Incorporated (USAPl). Under 
tbls guamstMd loan program, 
students borrow directly from 
banks or loan companies after 
receiving verification from their 
colleges. Interest rates are 
established at six per cent. 

The coat to students for this 
loan is equivalent to that nnder 
the Nattoaal Defense Edaeatlon 
Act (NDBA) program. 

Under the NDEA student loan 
program, qualified undergradv- 

ates can borrow up to |1,000, 
and graduate students can bor- 
row IS.SOO jrearly, not to ex- 
ceed $7,500 for undergraduate 
and graduate study combined. 

Students i»y no Interest on 

loans wbile in school, and only 
three per cent after gradontion. 

The Bttddwraent Asaoolatton 
and Alumni Association' offer 
similar types of student loans. 
These loans tnelvde a four per 
cent simple snnnal Interest rate 
that starts when the loan Is re- 
ceiTCd. Any student may borrow 
up to 11,000. Repayments are 
usually sehedoled after gradn- 
ation. 

Short term alumni and emer- 
gency loans are also offered to 

HtudentB who wish to or are 
able to repay the amount quick- 
ly.

In the past two seasons, Nebraska has opened up its 
pointmaking machine full throttle against K-State. 

Nebraska won 47-0 in 1964 and 41-0 last year. What 
will it be this year? The only possible criteria to use in 
figuring the difference in score is comparative scores, 
and that is rather impossible. 

But this is how it works. Nebraska defeated Utah State 
by 21 points. New Mexico edged Utah State by 9. This 
means that Nebraska is 12 points better than New Mexico. 

That part is simple. Now, New Mexico rubbed out K- 
State by 20 which means the Huskers should be favored 
by 32 points this Saturday.

THE LACK OF expansion area 
has meant discarding many 
hoolw which should he kept aad 
prevents purchase of many &ew 
books. Miss Gates said. 

Periodicals are kept tor only 

10 years and stored very Incon- 
veniently in the basement, she 
said. These shonld be kept for 
at least 25 years. 

THE LIBBARV HAS no meet- 
ing rooms or auditorium and

I read with interest, although belatedly, the article 
"No Time for Doubts*' written by Ralph Lanning in the 
Collegian, Sept. 29. 

1 WANT TO take this opportunity to congratulate 
him for writing such an excellent utlcle and to thank 
you for publishing it. 

The impression I get is that students 
and others should "shut-up" and "fall 
in line" with the proposal to build a 
new stadium. 

THE SIGNIFICANT principle of a 
clemocracy is the privilege of holding dis- 
senting opinions and the right of voicing them vigorously. 
This applies to the policies of the federal government 
down to the local level. Just why should the students 
and others echo the policies of the "Development" Com- . 
mittee? 

To me, this simply smacks of a Hitler-Stalin type 
dictatorship. Divergent views should be encouraged and 
not "squelched." 

IT IS HEARTENING to know that there are stu- 
dents who can distinguish between things "that make 
for real development" and things "that might be nice 
to have" and favor spending the huge sums of monkey, 
for the first. 

It is to be regretted that more students do not have 
the courage to speak up as L^nning did and voice dis- 
approval of projects which do not further the real edu- 
cational needs of the University.

Debate Taxes, 
School Finance 



ItA WHENCE (UPI) — Two 
cabarnatorial candidates clasbed 
(or the first time in open debate 
Monday but the dlBcuBslon on 
edneational matters tnnied once 
again to tazos. 

Gov. William Avery and Rob- 
ert Docking, his Democratic op- 
ponant, appearad «■ a paiial at 
the annual meeting of the Kan- 
sas Association of School Ad- 
ministrators. ' 

THE TAX qnastton arose 
when one panel member asked 
how the state would finance 40 
per cent of the education^ costs 
in Kansss if taxes were reduced 
as proposed. 

Avery was quick to point out 
m that he had not recommended 
any tax reduction but added, 
"it appears we can fund agency 
reanaats ta IftS." 

Docking last week proposed a 
reduction of one-half of 1 per 
cent on the ftrat fS.OOO of tax- 
able inooine aaroaa the board.

• At ivnsent, whm do tbe 

plans for a new football Bta- 
dium here stand? In order of 
development, how will the 
plans unfold until the stadium 
' Is oonstrueted? 

Prsltmiaary planning tor a new 
stadlnm Is underway. An architect 
has been appointed and funds to 
be used for this purpose only have 
been contributed by a friend of the 
University who wishes to remain 
anonymous. Final drawings are 
scheduled to be completed by Au- 
gust, 1967. It Is possible to con- 
struct the stadium In time for our 
opening game with Colorado State 
University on Sept. 21, 1968 (Note 
— Colorado State also will be play- 
ing Its 19SS season In a new |2.S 
million stadium). Our project has 
been announced as a structure 
which will seat 34,000 at a OOSt of 
roughly $1.5 million. 

• Why does K-State need a 
new lootMl stadium when it 
ha« been ai^ by students that 
we cannot fUl the old one? 

We need ».MnF stadiuoi i||Ol|inr 
reasons: 

(a>. The relocation of this fa- 
cility to the aorthwest will make 
avalliOile TOliwble, oeatraOyMe- 
llfed land far not too dttiant 
Icpul^ic ^panslon. With a pro- 
jected enroUment of 20,000 in 1980. 
it is apparent that there will be 
need tor thfa site to accommodate 
an a^oeieraM academic bulUIng 
prognun. 

This type of relocation Is not 
uncommon on many campuses to- 
day, as increased enrollments and 
resultant building programs are 
foscli|g the moviop of athletie ta- 
dlitl^ to more rsolete areas, lix- 
amples of such recent stadium 
locations are to be found at New 
Mexico University, North Carolina 
State University, Virginia Poly- 
technic InMitnte, Indiana Univer- 
sity, and Brigliam Tonng Univer- 
sity. 

In our situation it is not un- 
realistic, at this time, to envision a 
new field house, track and practice 
fields in the general area of the 



(b) . Since World War II all 
other member institutions of the 
Big Bight Conference have en- 
large their seating capacity for 
football S9 per cent K-State com- 
pleted Memorial Stadium la 1924. 
and the Aeattng capacity has re- 
mained unchanged since that time. 

(c) . Students, faculty and staff 
alone could easily fill our current 
stadium by 1975, thereby reducing 
potential income for the support of 
our entire Intereolleslate athletic 
program. 

(d) . There Is no question bi|t 
what our recruiting program of 
football players has suffered in 
comparison with other institutions 
with more adequate and modern 
facilities. A new stadium will en- 
hance our opportunity to be com- 
petitive in the recruiting of out- 
standing high school prospects. 

• What effect, if any, do 
you anticipate the new sta- 
dium will have on K-State 
fbotball recruiting? What ef- 
fect do you anticipate the sta- 
dium will have on K-State 
football? 

The age old question "Which 
comes first, the chicken or the 
egg" has recently been para- 
phrased "which comes first, a new 
sta^Hum or a winning football 
team." It Is a good niisKlrta. aad 
m aiMitor is noi atasple.

here at K-State. > 

Look at the record bObk? "f'rom " 
tbe season of 1924-26 K-SUte went 
twenty-one consecutive yean with- 
out a winning season In eonferenos 
basketball play. What suddenly 
happened to change this picture? 
Well, probably a combination of 
things, but generally acknowledged 
as th^ single most Important fac- 
tor was the first leglslsttve ap- 
propriation in 194S for a new field 
house. With a pew facility in the 
offing, recruiting of talented bas- 
ketball players picked up; and by 
the close of the 1947-48 season. K- 
State was erowned conference 
champion. ' - 

It is also InteresUng to note that 
experience demonstrates spectator 

appeal and interest is enhanced by 
Improved facilities. Where new 
stadiums have l>een constructed re- 



cently, such as New Mexico Uni- 
versity and Brigham Young, rec- 
ords show that the smallest crowd 
has always been isorger than the 
bigaest attendance ^ Che old st^ 
dinm. 

• Present plaai call tor a 

$1.5 million sUdium. Will this 
structure be adequate or will 
it take ^n additional $1 or $2 
million more to give K-State a 
stadium that will compare 
with others In the Big Bttght? 
The fulfillment of a new sta- 
dium at K-State based upon con- 
struction of the initial phase as 
outlined above will still leave us 
with the smallest seating capacity 
In the Big Bight Conference. Data 
oh stadium «cpanslon In our con- 
ference is listed on this page In 
table form. 

• There has been talk

This question cannot be an- 
swered at this time. The Finance 
Coouaittee has not yet made a 
recommendation to the Athletic 
Council. 

• At present, can student 
fees be pledged against bonds 
to build the stadium? Do you 
anticipate asking the state 
legislature tor special permis- 
sion to use student fees In the 
sune way they were used to 
construct the Student Union? 
Currently there is no legal au- 
thority to issue revenue bonds for 
stadium construction. The Uni- 
versity has not requested any 
change In legislative authority 
through the Board of Regents.

Johnson was injured but three 
U.S. Secret Service agents were 
taken to a hospital to be treated 
for possible eye injuries when 
hit In the face by the paint. 

The bullet-proof babble top 
was i»r<)<eeding down a (juiet 
suburban street leading to Gov- 
ernment House when two young 
men, apparently in their late 
teens, dashed alongside the ve- 
hicle and hurled the plastic bags 
containing thick, oily paint. 

Three Secret Service aRenta. 
two of them riding on the hack 
of tbe limousine, were drenched. 
One of them was Johnson's per- 
sonal bodyguard, Rufus Young- 
blood. Tbe men were not In- 
jured but were taken to the 
hospital m a preeatttton against 
eye damage.

Is in opera- 
tion almost 24 hows a day. 

An IBM 1410 and 1401 ara 
te the basement of the Physical 
Science building. Since these 
computers are tor educational 
use, they may be used free of 
charge by persona working on 
unsponsored research or course 
projects. Usaally sponsored 
projects reserre the time be- 
twe^en 8 a.m. and 10 p.m. week 
days and Saturday mornings. 

fl. THOMAS PAmCER, direc- 
tor of the renter, said persons 
working on sponsored research 
projects are reqafred to pay for 
computing time. 

In order to use the computers, 
projects must be approved and 
numbered. Parker said nearly 
every department on campus, 
with the possible exception of 
the music and art departmenta, 
has made use of the computers 
sometime.

Fortunately, our dis- Ooinion 
graceful academic facilities 
are not so well publicized. 

Yet liere we are about 
to drop $1.5 million on a new stadtum to 
"Improve recruiting." (Undoubtedly, the 
grass In ft new stadium will be greener, tlie 
turf softer and the shower rooms furnished 
with wall-to-wall carpeting.) If we're 
lucky, this might win over one or two foot- 
ball players a yeai who otherwise would 
have gone to Nebraska. KU or Missouri. 

THIH XAKEH for pretty expensive foot- 
ball players. For that^klnd of money we 
could buy Joe N^math's contract, perform 
facial surgery and import blUl as a fucQ 
whiz from Heaver Falls, !*a. 

There are otliei' reasons of course-— one 
football player Interviewed made the rather 
fatuous statement that the stadium would 
"help people associate K-dtate with foot- 
ball." Good night, what are we running 
here an academic institution or a farm 
club foi tlie NKL? 

1 >ll<:mrii-Si/K university of K -State's 
limited means has enough trouble finding 
funds to keep itself competitive academ- 
ically without trying to buy foottmll power 
as well. If we must recruit, let's recruit 
students. 

Since this llTi million seems so avail- 
able, let's spend it to lure a few dis- 
tinguislied faculty members here. A Van 
Allen, an Oppenheimer. a Rhine or a 
Samuelson would do the name of K-State 
more good In a year than a stadiimi ever 
would. .\ Nobe^ Prize winner woidd do con- 
siderably more for our enrollment than an 
Orange Bowl vittoify. 

OF COrKHK, $1.5 million wouldn't go 
far toward building new classrooms or add- 
ing a few hundred thousand books to tbe 
library bia It wciuld certainly be a start, and 
1, lor one, would not biUk at a 110 fee in- 
crease for this purpose as much as I would 
at a 10 cent increase for a stadtum. 

As for showing prosi»ectlve football 
players that K-State supports them, in the 
five years I have gone to football games 
here I have never seen a time that K-State 
showed a spark of genlm (or even com- 
petence) but what nearly every mrn. wo- 



man a! (1 child except the aged and infirm 
wer e on flieii f'-et cheering. 

I> Till-: KFCEXT Collegian Interview 
(f'ocus Thursday) with those totally tm- 
blased personages, the athletic director and 
tlie chairman of the Athletic Council, there 
was one statement which was almost 
credible, had the reader been totally lack- 
ing in reasoning power. Their contention 
is that the space now occupied by the sta- 
dium Is desperately needed for academic 
expansion. 

Fortunately, the founding fathers of K- 

State showed a great amount of foresight 
In leaving a large tract of University-owned 
land to the north of the present cnnpus for 

just such eventualities. In many universi- 
ties- located in the center of metropolitan 
areas— this would be a valid argument. 
Here It is not. But even If It were, the 
activities for which the ROTC drill field 
and the football practice fields are now be- 
ing used could be transplanted for consider- 
ably less than 1,5 megabucks. 

IT HOILS down to this: Big Brother is 
going to build us a stadium whether we like 
It or not and, undoubtedly, we students are 
going to end np paying for it. 

Equally undoubtedly, there won't be any- 
thing we can do about it but we C.\N make 
it obvious to him that he's not fooling US 
one bit when he says we need one.

IS years ago revealed that the illtmilnatlon averaged only 
one-third of the amount recommended by the IlluHilnating 
Engineering Society. 

From a recommended 30 footcandles, the college 
library' lighting In various sections registered from a 
single footcandle to 21 footcandles. 

The most extreme example of bad lighting was at 
the study tables in the stacks.
